STRIKE BEGUN 
IN KANSAS CITY,

So Far, Cars Are Running on 
All But Two Lines. 


NO VIOLENCE HAS OCCURRED. 


‘GENERAL TIE-UP MAY RESULT 


DESPITE FAILURE AT START. 


Many Men Joining the Union Since Its 
Decision Has Been Reached—Se- 
rious Developments May Oc- 
cur Within a Day. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 12.—As pre- 
dicted, a strike was ordered’ early this 
morning on all the street car lines of the 
Metropolitan Railway Co. About 500 of the 
1500 conductors, motormen and gripmen of 
this city and Kansas City, Kan., responded. 
Not enough men on any .one line struck 
to make any appreciable effect on the run- 
ning of cars on the main lines. Many of the 
men not already members of the union are 
joining the order, however, since the strike 
leaders have taken a stand and it seems 
very likely that a general tieup will result 
before the day is closed. 

Beyond hisses and epithets hurled at the 
men who took out cars, the strikers did not 
resort to any disturbance during the morn- 
ing hours. Police have been stationed at 
the different power houses and a strenuous 
effort will be made to stem, at its inception, 
any tendency towards vioience on the part 
of the strikers. : 

The order to strike was issued after a 
series of all night meetings of the men pre- 
Sided over by Harry bryan, organizer of 
the Amalgamated Association of Street 
Railway kmpioyes of Ameri:a. 

The Vine street and Prospect avenue 
troiley lines, short systems in the svuth- 
eastern part of the city that transfer wiih 
the main downtown. lines, Were tae erst 
to be affected. A majority of the men on 
these lines refused to take out [their cars 
and when those who did go to work started 
on their initial trips, the cars were sur- 
rounded by strikers, who urged the crews 
to go out. When their efforts proved futile 
and the cars started away, the strikers sent 
hisses and oaths after them. Seven cars 
were run out on each of these lines and two 
trips were made before any change re- 
sulted. Then as the crews showed signs of 
weakening the company decided to shut 
down these lines, and at 10 o'clock the 
southeastern portion of the city was with- 
out service. ; : 

On the main downtown lines, the West- 

ort, the Fifteenth, Twelfth, Tenth and 

Jortheast in Kansas City, Mo., and the 
Fifth street trolley and the ‘“‘L’’ roads run- 
ning from Kansas City Kan., considerable 
trouble was experienced in starting cars, 
but as a rule new men were found to take 
the places of those who went out, and dur- 
ine the morning hours no serious delays 
resulted. 


The strikers made their greatest show of 
strength at the Twelfth street power house, 
where only six conductors and two gripmen 


J out of a total force of ® men reported for 


duty. The strikers gathered on the corners 
and watched the prow — W alton 
Holmes, general manager of the Metropoli- 
tan Railway Co., and Conway Holmes, gen- 
eral superintendent, were on the ground 
early and assured the men who apt peared 
to take out cars of protection. aring 
trouble, howev we, General Manager Holmes 
telephoned to Sheriff Chiles for assistance, 

On the arrival of the latter each conduc- 
tor and gripman was sworn in as a deputy 
marshal befare he mounted his car. The 
men were nervous and fearful of violence. 
and it was some time before the first 
started. Police were stationed at each end 
of the train. The strikers shouted epithets, 
but made no effort to stop the cars and the 
ice once broken cars followed each other in 
quick succession, and soon practically the 
entire equipment was in motion. 

On the other mai‘r lines also all conduc- 
tors, motormen and gripmen were sworn 
in as deputy marshals as quickly as Mar- 
shal Chiles and the clerk of the County 
Court could administer the oath. Marshal 
Chiles said he intended to protect property 
and life if he had to swear in all the men 
in Jackson County. 

Police were stationed at all power houses 
befare daybreak and at police headquarters 
Chief Hayes kept in constant touch with al! 
parts of the city, prepared to Fe onder promp: 
relief in case of violence. “These arrange- 
ments,.”’ said he, ‘‘are made not that I ex- 
pect anv serious trouble, but simply as a 
precaution.’ 

The city and county offic'als have planned 
ta work ‘n unison in nipping in the bud the 
first show of disturbance and thus avert 
riots: From the start crowds will not be 
permitted to congregate. 

The Metropolitan company has a contract 
fo carry mail carriers on its cars and it is 
held by the company’s officials and coin- 
rided in by Major William Warner, United 
States district attorney, that to prevent the 
carrying of these men would amount to de- 
laying the mails. The company will, there- 
fore, call upon the government officials, if 
necessary, to prevent the delaying of ‘its 
car 

President Holmes, during the day ex- 
pressed confidence in the company’s ability 
to keep all its cars running if granted suf- 
ficient police protection. Under no condi- 
tions, said he, would the company give in 
to the strikers. He had, he added, received 
applications from outside cities sufficient 
to man all lines twice over. One deleg@.ion 
from St. Louis has already, it Is said, been 
brought here and will be put to work. 
will likely aid the street car strikers Dy 
boycotting the cars. At labor head quarters 
the word was passed around to-day that 
union men must not patronize the cars, 
and later the officers of the different or- 
ganizations sent word to their members 
that they would be expected to boycott the 
street railway. 

In some parts of the city citizens are 
showing their sympathy with the strikers 
by refusing to ride in the cars,

Committee Completes Con- 
sideration of Measure. 


REPORT TO BE FAVORABLE. 


ALL CHANGES MADE ARE RE- 
GARDED AS BETTERMENTS. 


One Provides That the Government 
Shall Participate in the Net 
Profits of the Ex- 
position. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WAISHINGTON, May 12.—At 1 o’clock this 
afternoon the World's Fair committee com- 
pleted the consideration of the St. Louis 
World’s Fair bill. It is certain now that 
the committee will report the bill to the 
House, carrying the government appropria- 
tion of $,000,000 asked for by St. Louis. 

Owing to illness in his family, Chairman 
Tawney is compelled to start for his home 
in Minnesota. The report will not be made 
until his return. Meantime the bill will be 
rewritten and put in shape to correspond 
with the amendments agreed to. Tuesday, 
a week, this committee will meet again and 
the bill will be reported to the House with 
the recommendation that it be passed as 
reported. 

Important changes have been made in the 
bill, They are all in the interest of the 
Fair, however, and all the members of the 
committee are satisfied with the amended 
measure. 

At to-day’s session those sections of the 
ball which affect matters coming under the 
War, Navy and Treasury Departments 
were referred to subcornmittees, who will! 
call on the cabinet officers this afternoon 
to get their views 

The section carrying the $5,000,000 was re- 
ferred to a subcommittee of five, consist- 
ing of Steele, Joy, Corliss, Bartlett and 
Wiliame. ‘This section ig to be redrawn so 
that additional safeguards may be thrown 
about it. When the section is reported 
it will provide that the government shall 
participate with the city of St. Louis in 
the net profits in proportion to the money 
put in, but this will be so arranged that 
there will be nothirge to prevent the Fair 
Management irom bonding the gate re- 
ceipts and receipts from concessions. As 
arranged the amended bill will be taken 
up Tuesday, May 22, and reported to the 
House. 

The following editorial indorsement of 
the Fair from the Baltimore Sun, was read 
to the committee by Congressman Joy: 

St. Louis proposes to celebrate the centennial of 
the Louisiana Purebase in a| manner befitting the 
event to be commemorated anid on a scale commen- 
strate with the acquisition by the United States of 
such an enormous area of territory. ‘The Loulsiana 
Purchase was expansion along the only safe lines. 
The territory acquired from France tn 1803, dnring 
the adminigtration of Mr. recto inc luded aj pe 
coutttry west of the Misslssippl #6t ocenpie 
Spain as ff north as the British possessfons. 
‘omprises the whole er a part of Arkansas, lowa. 
Kansas, Louisiana, Minnesota, Missouri. Nebraska, 
Oregon, Indian Territory, Colorado, the Dakotas, 
Idaho, Montana, Washington and Wyoming. 

The Mississippi Va'iey is te-lay the center of the 
fool supply for the United States and the nations 
of the world. The states incliided in the Louisiana 
Purchase furnished last year 300.000.000 bushels of 
the » tot: al wheat production of this country, or near- 
ly +) per cent of it. Durine the war with Spain 
all the horses, mules and beef used by the United 
“tates army came from the Louisiana Purchase 
states. These states are now supplying Great 
Britain with most of the horses’ and mules which 
that country is using in its Seath African war, in 
addition to providing the peonle of Great Britain 
with a large part of their focd supplies. 

The progress made hy the territory which constt- 
tutes the Louisiana Purchase States has been phe 
nomenal, and St. Louis thinks it should be signal- 
ized br a Wor'd'’s Fair. The people of St. Louis 
have raised $5,000,000 by vyolnntary subscriptions 
for this great undertaking, and the ¢ ity of St. Louls 
has contributed an additional $5,000,000. A bili 
is now nending in Congress providing for aid by 
the national government to the amou: it of $5,000,000. 
Congress wes liberal in its treatm ‘nt of Chicago, 
and St. Louis asks only a similar measure of gen- 
erosity. With $15,000.000 available for a W. irid’s 
Fair at St. Louta, it is claimed that the Hie 
exposition would excel any international exhibition 
ever before attempted, The surplus products of the 
louisiana Purchase stetes now find their way 
into the markets of the world, and if a Wor'd’s 
Fair, as it probably would, should ine rease the de- 
mand for these products in Enutrope, South America 
and the Far East, the whole country would be bene- 
fited. If Congress can see its way clear to ap- 
propriate $5,000,000 ont of its immense sur jlus for 
the proposed exposition at St. Louis, the World's 
Fair to commemorate the Louisiana Purchase wo uld 
doubtless be a brilliant success, in which the na- 
tions of the world would gladly co- o-operate. 


NOW ENTERS THE AUTOMOBILE 


The automobile is to enter the flela of 
public transportation in St. Louis in the 
present crisis. It is scheduled to make its 
advent some time Saturday afternoon and 
to run steadily from then on, except at such 
times at it is nmecssary to recharge it—for 
it will run by electricity. It will be an 
especial boon to the night hawks as it is 
expected to run regularly all Saturday 
night, leaving down town on the hour. 

This automobile came to the city Friday 
and mechanics were at work on it, setting 
it up all Friday night. It is a sort of wa- 
gonette, with accommodations for nine per- 
sons besides the driver. It will make as 
good speed, it is declared, as an electric car, 
and the round trip from Broadway and 
Olive out to Taylor avenue and back, which 
is to be its route, will consume an hour. 
Thus It will operate practically on the ow! 
car schedule. |

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Committee of Business Men] Strikers Issue a Call to Labor 


Submit New Basis of Agree- 
ment Between the Men 
and the Company. 


LIKE POST-DISPATCH PLAN. 


A basis oY settlement of the street rail- 
way strike was presented Saturday morn- 
ing by a committee of prominent business 
men and trades union leaders to President 
Mahon of the Street Ratlway Employes’ 
Union and to President Whitaker of the 
transit company. 

The plan is in line with the suggestion of 
the Post-Dispatch that a board of adjust- 
ment, composed of representative citizens, 
be appointed to settle the strike. 

The strike leaders immediately went into 
session to consider whether they could con- 
cede any part of their demand that the com- 
pany recognize the union. 

Those who presented the basis, which 
was drawn up by W. H. Woodward of the 
Woodward & Tiernan Printing Co. were:

With a view of effecting a settlemant of 
the controversy now existing between the 
St. Louis Transit Co. and its employes the 
following bas's is submitted as a compro- 
mise between both parties: 

The hours of work to be the schedule 
agreed wpon March 10, 1900. The 
scale of wages to be the same 
as proposed by General Manager Baumhoff, 
as published Tuesday morning, May §&. 
Conductors and motormen to be reinstated 
on this scale without prejudice. 

The rigat vf the St. Louis Transit Co. 
to hire and discharge its employes fully 
recognized, cxcept that no one shall be 
discharged solely for belonging to a union 
or labor organization. The right of be- 
longing to such orga@nization freely accord- 
ed to every employe.

All cases of dispute between employes 
and the transit company to be settled by 
conference belween the company and com- 
mittee chosen by employes. In case of ne- 
cessity where an agreement cannot other- 
wise be had, matter in dispute to be set- 
tled by aroitration in the usual manner. 

Shortly before 1 o'clock the citizens’ com- 
mittee left Walihalla Hall to confer with 
the officers and directors of the St. Louis 
Transit Co. at the office of President Ed- 
wards Whitaker On arriving there the 
committee learned that Mr. Whitaker had 
left his office. After a conference it was 
decided that the committee should call at 
the office at 2 o'clock. 

At Walhalla Hall it was announced that 
the plan to be proposed by the citizens’ 
committee would embrace several material 
modifications of the original demands made 
by the union. Among these was a propo- 
sition that all employes who had not been 
members of the union prior to May 8 
should be permitted to use their option as 
to whether or not they should join the 
organization. It was further stipulated that 
all who are now members of the union 
should be permitted by the company to re- 
tain their membership and that all men 


employed in future should become mem-

Superintendent Baumhoff’s Order R:- 
garding the Reinstatement of 
Former Employes. 


officially announced Saturday 
morning by Superintendent Paumhoff of 
the traneit company that if the old men 
did not return to work by Sunday morning 
an attempt would be made to fill their 
places. The request issued Friday for the 
men to return to work gave them that 
length of time. In announcing the fact 
that new men would be put at work if the 
old men did not return to work by Sunday 
morning, Superintendent Baumhoff eaid: 

“We have waited as long as it is fair 
to our men and to the public for the men 
to return to work, This holds good until 
to-morrow morning. We should pate to be 
compelled to take our new men who had 
served faithfully out of their positions.

CLAIMS HIS MEN ARE BEATEN. 


CHARGES MEN ARE KEPT FROM 
THE POWER HOUSES. 


Transit Superintendent Cites Instances 
to Prove His Statement That 
Lack of Police Protection 
Keeps Him From 
Running Cars. 


Cars of the trangit company’s line will 

not leave down town terminals Saturday 
night later than 6:30 o’clock. This state- 
ment was made by Superintendent George 
W. Baumhoff to the Post-Dispatch Satur- 
day. 
“With the present. police protection we 
shall be satisfied if we can keep cars run- 
ning on the divisions which we have at- 
tempted to open even during the day, much 
less after dark,’’ said Mr. Baumhoff. ‘Cer- 
tainly we shall not attempt to run any caré 
later than 7 p. m., which means that the 
last cars will leave the down town terminals 
not later than 6:30.” 

Superintendent Baumhoff further stated 
that the promise made by the police de- 
partment that it would furnish protection 
On all lines which it might attempt to 
operate has not been carried out, as evi- 
denced by the failure to properly open up 
the Bellefontaine and Laclede avenue divi- 
sions Friday. 

“We attempted to run the Laclede aven- 
ue division this morning,’’ said Mr. Baum- 
hoff. “The police were to have had a suf- 
ficient number of mén to take otit as Many 
as 20 cars if necessary. We had the men 
to run these cars. We had a rzreat deal of 
trouble, however, in keeping our firemen 
at the power house. 

“The pickets around the 
the strikers made threats of violence 
against the men at the power house. “hey 
succeeded in running off three different 
crews Within the last 12 hours. The result 
was that when we Were ready to start this 
morning. having conductors and tnotormen, 
we were unable to start because the fire- 
men, who were ready to do their duty, were 
forced from our premises on account of the 
non-protection of the police. The last mes- 
sage I received from there, from our Gi- 
vision superintendent, was that his appeal 
for police protection at that time and that 
place was in vain. 

“The trouble with the police ts that they 
do not make the proper effort to disperse 
the crowds. f the crowds were dispersed 
around our premises and off the street cor- 


~remises and

ners where they gather to molest the cars, 
there would be comparatively iittle trou- 
ble. 

“Night before last two of my employes 
reported at my house at 11 o'clock and left 
at 11:30. They were set upon by the pickets 
who were stationed around my house and 
who have been etationed there since this 
strike has been inaugurated, allowing no 
one to enter my premises or leave without 
learning their business. 

“The nickets chased these two men for 
blocks, compelling them to run for their 
lives, between my house and the Eighteenth 
Street Bridge. They did not meet a sain- 
gie officer, In the meanwhile the crowd in- 
creased. They were gaining on these two 
men. A policeman joined the crowd. Some 
of the members of the crowd requested 
the policeman to search these men and 
they found on one of them'a reyolver. They 
then requested the policeman to lock them 
up, which he did. 

“The man was kept in the holdover all 
night. Not'a single attempt on the part 
of that no.uiceman was made to search any 
of the other men. 

‘This is another fair example of what 
our men have to contend with. A number 
of our employes who would endeavor to re- 
port for duty to take out cars have been 
set upon by pickets stationed around the 
premises and in eome instances received 


‘very serious injuries. 


“We now have the matter.of all such at- 
tacks, and 2!] that may take_place in the 
future, a man is prevented from entering 
our premises and pursuing his usual voca- 
tion, to be iaid before the grandjury for ac- 
tion.’’

Police and Employes Fired 
From Bellefontaine Car. 


JULIUS PIOSKY WOUNDED. 


Julius Piosky, a union motorman, 21 vears 
old, living at 4142 Pleasant street, was shot 
in the thigh at Fourteenth and Hebert 
streets Friday afternoon at 4:30 in a fusil- 
lade fired from Bellefontaine car 475. 

Piosky was immediately taken to the of- 
fice of Dr. E. Whittier at St. Louis avenue 
and Eleventh street, where his wound was 
attended to, after which he was taken to 
his home. 

The shooting in wh'ch Piosky was injured 
was the result of an attempt to run the 
Bellefontaine cars. The (first car to leave 
the sheds was No. 471, in charge of Motor- 
man J. H. Wilson and Conductor Fred 
Scheele. This car made the trip to Third and 


Washington avenue and returned in safety. 
Then it was decided to run out seven other 
cars, among which was car 475. This car 
left the power house at 4:32 in charge of Mo- 
torman Mat Gorman and Conductor Cnrarles 
Killallee, accompanied by two police of- 


| ficers, 


From the beginning the trip of this car 
was marked with boisterousness and dis- 
turbances,. Shouts and jeers greeted the car 
as it passed the groups of men gathered on 
the corners. 

As rhe car made the turn east on Hebert 
street, where a crowd of four or five hun- 
dred men had gathered, racks and other 
missiles were hurled at it. A rock struck 
Motorman Gorman and he was Knocked to 
his knees on the platform. As he arose more 
rocks were thrown. 

Then it was that the four officers on the 
car gave the word to fire, and six shots 
were sent into the crowd. Two more volleys 
were fired and Piosky fell. A panic en- 
sued among the crowd and it scattered in 
all directions. Lieut. Johnson, with a squad 
of officers, was on the scene in a few min- 
utes, and Piosky was carried to Dr. Whit- 
tier’s office, where his wounds were dressed.

‘“T hope also that I did not do a vain thing. 
I do not know whether I have done a great 
deal of good for the Boer cause, but I hope 
sO, 
“My object has been to arouse sympathy 
for the Boers among the American peopie 
by explaining to them the exact conditions 
that prevail in South Africa. If they un- 
derstood even one-half of the Boers’ posi- 
tion their blood would boil with indignation 
at the efforts of England to crush the life 
out of the little republic. 

“T visited the Boers in an impartial spirit. 
I came home one of their staunchest parti- 
sans and advocates, because, upon inves- 
tigation, I became convinced that all the 
right and justice of the present war are 
upon their side. 

“When I commenced my investigation, I 
proceeded along a plan that would give 
both the English and the Boers a hear- 
ing so that my judgment might be founded 
on actual conditions. I went first to Bng- 
land and heard what the Hnglish at home 
thought of the war. Then I went to Cape 
Town and heard what the English there 
thought of it. At both places I was in- 
formed that the Boers were barbarians and 
that their government was simply a religi- 
ous oligarchy which deserved no recogni- 
tion from a free, civilized community, 

“After hearing this side I atarted for 
the Boer country. I was warned by Sir 
Alfred Milner that the Boers could not 
speak a word of English and that as soon 
as they discovered I used that language 
they would shoot me for an Englishman. 
Although the warning was given seriously 
I did not heed it, and continued on my 
mission, confident that an American citi- 
zen would be received with the considera- 
tion due him. ; 

“Fhe reception that awaited me justified 

my opinion, for as soon as I landed in Boer 
territory, President Krueger’s private car 
was placed at my, =po0sal and I traveled 
in it from Colense to Pretoria. Along the 
route I was greeted with enthusiastic dem- 
onstrations by the people who said they 
were glad that an American had come to 
investigate their cause and report it in its 
true phases to his countrymen. Upon my 
arrival at Pretoria I was immediately in- 
vited to President Krueger’s home. 
made.arrangements to send me to 
battlefields in his car with a proper ées- 
cort. 
“What I saw there won my unstinted ad- 
miration. There was no great army in 
gaudy uniforms and burdened with the 
heavy equipment of war. But behind every 
little kopje was a small group of farmers 
in the same clothes they wore at their 
ploughs. They had no tents and did not 
make a magnificent display, but what they 
lacked in numbers they made up in heroism. 
They were fighting for their firesides, for 
the glorious right to be free, and were en- 
tirely unmindful of their hardships and of 
the scantiness of their camp fare. They 
gladly endured it for their cause. The scene 
was a parallel of the Amerfcan days of 1776, 
and I then and there saw the Boer cause in 
a new light. 

‘‘[7ntil one sees an illustration one has no 
idea how strong and heroic @ man becomes 
when fighting for his home. Less than 7000 
heroic Boers, a part of whom I saw, held 
15.000 British in Ladysmith and hurled Bul- 
ler back across the Tugela five times with 
40,000 well-armed and well-drilled soldiers. 
inflicting a loss of 16.000 men on him. Yet 
the Boers are not drilled. They have in 
them the qualities of soldiers but they are 
not developed. They are plain, simple men 
of nature with a love for home and family 
that is greater than the love of life. This 
makes the ‘Boers a stubborn and dangerous 
foe. Then he excels the British soldier in 
marksmanship. He ts trained from youth 
to the use of the rifle an@ his aim ig un- 
erring. The English soldier, used to the 
foggy atmosphere of his native land, cannot 
judge distances in the clearer atmosphere 
of South Africa. A kopje may look only a 
few rocs away and be a mile away. The 
result is that usually misses his mark. Bat 
the Boer is at home. He knows distances 
and can adjust his sights to suit them. 

“The English control all the cables from 
Africa and have sent out lies about 
the Boers. My observation has prepared me 
to refute nearly all the charges that have 


I grant that they are probably too 
deny that those who hold other opinions 
than theirs on this topic are unfairly treat- 
ed by them. It is a British lie that they are 
unworthy. 

“Out here in Missouri we have some of 
the noblest men in the universe on our 
farms.

The topical Boer is the 
same Kind of man, as good a man as the 
Missouri farmer, All he asks is to be let 
alone; to be allowed to raise his chiidren in

to grind him to a condition Of slavery. 

“It has been charged that the Boers are 
barbarous. That's another lie. Dutch is 
their language, but, if an English-speak- 
ing man is their guest, he will bear only 
the Englist language. During my stay 
in their country, I saw only two men who 
could not speak the language as well as I. 

“Their men and women wear full dress at 
fermal entertainments. 
of them are highiy educated and al] of 
them have good educations, At their go- 


|} cial fumctions, they discuss music and art 


and all that is best in life with a knowledge 
that is not exceeded in London drawing 
rooms. That doesn't look like barbarism. 

“The truth is, the er is an admirable 
man and, if the truth could be known, the 
English would be stigmatized among the na- 
a of the earth for unjust war against 

m. 

“It makes no difference what may be said 
to justify England, the solemn truth is 


| that her war against the Roer republic is 


a war of conquest and greed. Her object is 
to get possession of the mines and other 
sources Of wealth of the country. 
“England has been holding up the United 
States before the Boers as her ally, and 
the moral force of that showing is great. 
But, in justice to a people who are now 
fighting the same battle with England that 
our forefathers fought with her, we should 
demonstrate to the world that this is not 
true. Moreover, we should prove that our 
sympathies are where they should be—with 
the Boers.

Joseph (Chamberlain Frank in Stating 
the Intention of England to 
Make Boers Subects. 


BIRMINGHAM, England, May 12—Jo- 
eéeph Chamberlain, secretary of state for tne 
Colonies, presided Saturday night at the 
annual meeting of the grand committee of 
the Liberal Unionists of Birmingham. Al- 
luding to the war and the fate of the Boers, 
he said: z 

“It is premature to discuss detaile, but I 
am quite ready to take the opinions of the 
country, and, above all, the opinons of 
those self-governing colonies which have 
come so magnificently to our ass!siance. 
While the government does not wish to be 
vindictive, they are determined that never 
again shall the republics be a nursery of 
conspiracy and they will see that justice is 
Tone to those who are determined to be 
oyal. 

‘The government is not prep.ired to 
recognize the importance of the Boer Re- 

blics (cheers) and we are determined 

hat the republics’ shall be finally § incor- 
porated under the Britieh flag. 

“For an interval they must be a crown 
colony such as India is, but we hope they 
will eventually become a great wer eey 
erning colony like Canada and Australia.” 


BRITISH ABE NEAR MAFEKING 


Advance Line of Gen. Hunter Defeats 
a Boer Commando on the Vaal 
and Kills Gen. Aswogan. 


LONDON, May 12.—A British column 3000 
strong has arrived at Vryburg, 100 miles 
rrom Mafeking.

There are even comfortable hotels at Kroon- 
stad, that is to say comfortable for South 
Africa, which boasts of no very high standard 
in this respect. These establishments cater al- 
most entirely for the holiday market from the 
Rand, and in summer they are thronged with 
uffuent miners, generous speculators and 
gaudy bookmakers, who render the neighbor- 
hood hideous -with their garish apparel and 
flaunting ways. 

Kroonstad is also the center of some re- 
markably good shooting. A good many of 
the farmers round about have carefully pre- 
served the buck for some years past, and as 
a result if a man is known to be a fair shot 
be is liable to be invited ta apend a few days 
with a Boer farmer to test the shooting capa- 
bilities of the farm. The springbok is very 
prolific hereabout and affords most excellent 
sport. Larger buck are also to be met. 

There are other attractions at Kroonstad 
which are not to be despised. For instance, 
there are excellent golf links, with a good 
sporting 18-hole course, natural bunkers, and 
a Scotch professional in attendance. The 
houses, churches and buildings in Kroonstad 
have no great pretensions, but are all of the 
village order of architecture, one-story bunga- 
lows, with wide verandas, but until rushed 
into prominence by exigencies of war the place 
had never been looked upon other than as a 
farmers’ headquarters combined with a holiday 
waking resort.

“A special telegram from Pretoria, dat- 
ed Monday, in the same paper, records the 
British seizure on Fourteen Streams Sun- 
day afternoon, It says: 

“Fhe British force at Witrand was over- 
whelming. Subsequently the enemy moved 
their line toward our positions, bombarding 
them with such effect that the burghers 
were compelled to retreat, which they did 
in reguiar order. To-day a forward move- 
ment of the British was checked by our 
forces, who drove them back in two slaves.’ 

“A telegram from Pretoria, dated Tues- 
day, in the Standard and Diggers’ News, 
Says: “The British in their passage along 
the Stellaland border toward Mafeking were 
engaged by Commandant Bissell near 
Taungs with great success. Hundreds of

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 12.—-At the an- 
nual meeting of the Board of Missions of 
the Metholist Episcopal Church (South), 
in this city, the report of the committee on 
estimates was presented, and the work of 
making appropriations for 1901 taken up. It 
wus found tnat the collections of the past 
year supplied a_ total of $220,079.81, subject 
to distribution. This ts an increase over a 
year ago of $9732.10, besides which a heavy 
standing indebtedness has been completely 
liquidated with a surplus from the special 
ccllection therefor of about $10,000.

I never saw him look so well as he 
does to-night. He looks as strong as a 
big stone wall. His skin is as brown as an 
Indian's, 

Jim Corbett is a picture of a man in per- 
fect condition. He is smoothly modeled 
and slender except at the neck, shoulders 
and chest, where he is very rugged. He is 
thicker up there than I ever saw him. He 
locks every bit as big as 183 pounds. His 
flesh is as white as marble except where 
the hot sun of Lakewood has tanned his 
face and neckc Every move he makes is 
a picture of ease and grace and power. 

‘He weighs 27 or 29 pounds less than the 
champion. He is going to try to offset 
that difference in weight and strength by 
his superior quickness. His long. smooth 
arms, compared with Jeffries’ husky arms, 
are like smal! swords against bludgeons. 
Compared with Jeffries’ bristly black hair, 
Corbett’s fine soft brown locks are like 
silk. His eyes are thazel, and his look 
is flercer than Jeffries’. He is 34 years old, 
but he doesn’t look more than 26. 

To sum the men up: Jeffries is young, 
big and strong, rugged and obstinate; Cor- 
bett is older, quicker, not so strong, and 
he is making the effort of his life to regain 
his lost championship. 


BOTH NERVOUS IN THE FIRST. 

Round 1. It Is a toss up as to which cof 
the two looks the most nervous until the 
bell rings. At 10:36 o’clock Jeffries comes 
in crouching. Corbett meets him half way 
and begins feinting him.

Jeffries makes a sush and Corbett runs 
away and laughs at him. Jeffries runs in 
again, misses with his left on the belly, but 
drives in a right jolt on the ribs, which 
catches Jim just as he backs up against 
the ropes. He clinches and saves his face. 
As Jeffries comes tn again Corbett swings 
h's left on the jaw. He follows this with 
right on the cheek as Jeffries pursues him 
across the ring. Jeffries made a terrific left 
lunge for Corbett’s head, but Jim: ducked 
under it beautifully. I never saw ‘Corbett 
so fast and so pose, As Corbett comes in 
now Jeffries swings his left on cheek, but 
the blow lands lightly.

Jeff 
rushes Corbett into his own corner, and 
the veteran meets him with a straight right 
jab on the lips, which swell up again. Jeff 
rushes in and Corbett meets him with a left 
jab on the nose that brings the blood.

There times Jeffries rushes into clinches 
without strikin a blow. Next time he 
comes in he lands a left lightly on the body, 
but there does not seem to be anv steam 
in it.

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WONDERFUL SOFT-NOSED SHELLS. 


If the secret of the new shells that will penetrate the hard- 
est Krupp armor is merely that they have noses of soft 
metal, the artillerists will doubtless wonder why no one 
thought of this before. 

A quarter of a century ago it was known that a tallow 
candle, fired point blank at a pine board an inch thick, would 
pass through it as easily as a steel bullet. This was because 
@ part of the candle formed a cushion or bank around the 
opening, thus preventing the central part of the candle from 
bending. The momentum then carried this core through the 
board. 

It is said that in this way the soft-nosed shell acts. If you 
take a needle and hammer it through a cork, it will pass 
through a penny under the cork without breaking. The cork 
acts a8 a protection, preventing the needle from bending. 
The soft metal at the tip of these shells acts like the cork 
‘around the needle. 

Perhaps this invention may make all armor plate ineffective,

T BY A STAAY SHOT 


WILLIAM KANE WOUNDED BY A 
BULLET FIRED AT OTHERS. 


William Kane, a bartender, was severely 
wounded about 1 o’clock Saturday morn.ng 
at Sixth and Market streets. 

Robert J. Stanton was arrested by Detec- 
tive Storer, and is held at the Four Courts. 

Stanton admits the shooting, but says 
that he fired at a group of men that he 
thought were highwaymen, He is also a 
barkeeper at Quinn’s saloon on Market 
street. He was just off watch at the time. 

Kane at the time of the shooting was 
stepping into Martin Henry's saloon. Three 
men were near him, says Stanton, and they 
were acting in a suspicious manner. He 
fired six shots at the three, and all of them 
ran. One, Ed Keily of 2612 North Taylor 
avenue, was arrested after a sharp fight 
with two private watchmen. 

Stanton says he was turning north on 
Sixth street an hs way home. The three 
men who were on the corner separated and 
brushed against him. He says he shoved 
one of them aside, and another struck him, 
and that the third pulled a revolver, when 
he wrested away and — his own. As 
the trio started to run Stanton opened fire. 
At the second shot Kane was hit. The bullet 
struck him in the back and entered ane 
jung. A woman who was with him fled, 

After Stanton emptied his revolver he 
walked into a restaurant and asked for an- 
other, or some more cartridges. Meanwhile 
Private Watchman Hall jumped out of a 
doorway, in which he had taken refu e, 
pulled his revolver and stopped Keily. The 
two struggled in front of the ladies’ en- 
trance of the Laclede Hotel, while a large 
crowd surrounded them. Private Watch- 
man Fitzsimmons ran up and the two man- 
aged to get Keily back to the scene of the 
shooting, where he was finally beaten into 
submission. 

Kane was taken first to the City Dispen- 
sary, where Dr. Voerster examined him and 
sent h'm to the hoasanital. He did not know 
why he was shot. Meanwhile the detective 
had taken Stanton. He admitted the shoat- 
ing, exhibiting bis own and the captured 
weapons. He was slightly under the in- 
fluence of liquor at the time. He and Kelly 
were sent to the hosp'tal, where Kane iden- 
tified Stanton as the shooter. Stanton said 
Kane was not one of the men he was after 
when he began firing. He identified Kelly 
as ane of the trio. 

Kane is 2% years old and lives at 1127 
Chestnut street. His relatives live at St. 
Charles. He wae formerly a bartender for 
Mike Cbhurch'll. Kane's wounds are not 
necessarily fatal.

KEPT THE STILL AS OLD METAL. 


Explanation of Owner of One Found 
Near Belleville Friday. 

The discovery and seizure af an illicit stil] 
Friday on the farm of Solomon Mueller be- 
tween Belleville and Mascutah, IIl., caused 
a good deal of a sensation in Belleville, of 
which place Solomon Mueller is a well- 
known and wealthy resident. 

Mr. Mueller acknowledges ownership of 
the still, bat denies that it has been used 
since it came into his possession.

Early Saturday morning the police force 
was massed in the new barracks at the 
old City Hall. 

Each day Chief of Police Campbell finds 
it necessary to practically reorganize his | 
forces. Thursday and Friday the police 
hosts were massed along the Sub- 
urban and Delmar avenue lines. Cars 
on these divisions were run practically 
without interruption and it was decided to 
start more lines. 

At 6 o’clock Saturday morning the street 
railway officials announced to the police 
officials that they were prepared to oOper- 
ate cars on the Laclede avenue, the Cali- 
fornia avenue, the Bellefontaine and the 
Park avenue divisions in addition to the 
two divisions that were running. 


Fully 200 policemen who had been doing 
duty on the Suburban and Delmar cars 
were taken away from that work and were 
ordered to report to Lieut. James T. Johbn- 
son at the new barracks for emergency 
duty. 

The transformation of the deserted old 
building into a veritable beehive of blue- 
uniformed policemen was brought about by 
Dr. Wiliam R. Faulkner, the superintend- 
ent of equipment for the Police Department 


in very short order. 

The rooms in the southeast corner of the 
old City Hall formerly occupied by the 
city register and the rooms on the second 
floor formerly used by the mayor were 


| given over to the Police Department. 


One of the large rooms on the lower floor 
was converted into a sitting room for the 
police. Desks were placed for Lieut. John- 
son and Sergt. Nolte, whois in charge dur- 
ing Lieut. Johnson’s absence. Tables were 
scattered around where the police could 
sit and read, play cards or checkers or 
otherwise beguile the time when off duty. 

The other room downstairs and al] the 
rooms upstairs were equipped with sleep- 
ing accommodations. Two cots are placed 
side by side and a full sized mattress is 
placed on them. This makes a comfortable 
bed.

JAPANESE CITY DESTROYED. 


Sixteen Hundred Houses Burned and 
Many Persons Perished. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 12.—Mail advices 

from Yokohama give particulars of a big 


fire at Fookien, a large town on the west- 
ern coast of Japan, on April 18. The flames 
originated in the suburbs of the city and 


were carried by a heavy wind to several 
parts of the city at once, The fire raged for 
six hours before it could be controlled, 


Sixteen hundred houses, including 30 tem- 


ples and all the principal buildings, were 

burned. Sixteen persons perished and near- 

ly 100 more were injured.
